1. EMBOFF DECEMBER 9 TELEPHONED S.B. CHETVIRIKOV, CHIEF 
OF MFA USA DIVISION BILATERAL SECTION, AND AFTER BRIEF 
RECOUNTING OF INCIDENT, ASKED CHETVIRIKOV FOR A REPORT 
ABOUT THE DISPOSITION OF THE CASE, EXPRESSED UNHAPPINESS 
ABOUT THE MILITIA'S TREATMENT OF THE CONSULAR OFFICERS 
ON THE SCENE AND OF BORDOVSKIY, AND SUGGESTED THAT IT 
MIGHT BE USEFUL FOR THE SOVIET AUTHORITIES TO ASSIGN 

A PERSON WHO COULD APPEAR QUICKLY ON THE SCENE IN SUCH 
CASES AND ACT AS LIAISON WITH EMASSY AND CONSULAR 
OFFICERS. CHETVIRIKOV ASKED WHAT SORT OF PERSON WE HAD 
IN MIND; WE REPLIED THAT THIS WAS OBVIOUSLY FOR THE 
SOVIET AUTHORITIES TO DETERMINE BUT HOPEFULLY HE WOULD 
HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO DEAL AND COOPERATE WITH EMBASSY 
OFFICERS. WE ADDED THAT THE EMBASSY WOULD BE GLAD TO 
HAVE ANY SOVIET SUGGESTIONS AS TO HOW INCIDENTS OF THIS 
KIND CAN BE PREVENTED IN THE FUTURE.
